Dr. Leo F. Stock, n* Delate pro­ 
fessor of American history in tho 
Catholic University of America, 
has issued through tho Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, with 
which he is also associated, vol­ 
ume II. of “Proceedings and De­ 
bates of the British Parliaments 
respecting North America.” 
Doctor Stock’s first volume, for 
1542-1688, 
appeared about two 
years ago. 
The 
present 
volume, contin­ 
uing the record for 1689-1702, 
shows, as a result of the Revolu­ 
tion of I <>88, a growing interfer­ 
ence of parliament in colonial af­ 
fairs. 
Matters affecting trade, 
boundaries, grunts, controversies 
with colonial officials, slaves, mili­ 
tary and naval plans, etc., were 
nil given consideration. The vol­ 
ume 
contains 
many 
items 
of 
Pennsylvania history, especially 
concerning illegal trade, defense, 
pirates, and the efforts made to 
vacate Penn's charter. 
Among 
the heretofore unpublished ma­ 
terials in the book is an account 
of a lengthy debate on Kidd, the 
famous pirate. 
Doctor Stock is the son of Mrs. 
Sarah Stock, 
Baltimore 
street, 
and is a number of the Adatis 
county bar. 
The editor of this 
newspaper, though not personally 
acquainted with Doctor Stock, has 
been observing his work with keen 
interest, and, in passing, we take 
pleasure in publicly acknowledg­ 
ing his cheerful and generous re­ 
sponse to requests for informa­ 
tion for the benefit and entertain­ 
ment of readers of this column. 
We expect to receive from Doctor 
Stock, in the near future, some in­
